I believe that a 
reporters job should be to report facts, 
and to avoid ‘‘larding’’ an article with 
catty and sarcastic remarks to assuage 
his hurt pride that he wasn’t welcomed 
with red-carpet treatment to a conven- 
tion that for most of the Honda dealers 
was a warm, friendly, informative and 
entertaining affair. 

I agree that American ingenuity is a 
solid tradition that we are justly proud 
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of, but be fair, and just, and remember 
that the ingenuity of one Mr. Soichiro 
Honda is responsible for putting motor- 
cycles out of the small time and on the 
map.

If Honda was offended by our printed 
remarks, we apologize. 


TWO SACRAMENTO BILLS 
Our dear assemblymen in Sacramento 
are atitagain! This past week, two bills 
have been introduced that affect motor- 
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cyclists. The first(A .B. 347-Foran) pro- 
poses to raise by $15, the cost of com- 
mercial license plates, 

We have a pick up and use it only for 
transporting our bikes or as atranspor- 
tation car when unloaded. It is not used 
for any business or commerce, I’m sure 
there are others who use their trucks in 
the same manner and that willagree this 
added fee is unfair. 

The second bill is A.B. 383 (Hom-San 
Diego) proposing the mandatory wearing 
of safety helmets for riders & passen- 
gers, Our family believes in, owns, and 
wears helmets. Good helmets to have 
proven to lessen and in some cases, 
prevent injuries, This in turn affects in- 
surance rates, I have seen some riders 
with such poor helmets that they would be 
as protected if they were wearing half an 
egg shell on their heads, Until standards 
can be set up and enforced, of what use 
is this bill?

We 
hurried to the Washington Hilton where a 
hectic schedule of business awaited, 
There was the Motorcycle Dealer News 
Trade show in the Hilton basement, trade 
and rider association meetings, dealer 
schools and receptions going on simul- 
taneously.

Business discussed and decisions 
reached at this meeting are held confi- 
dential by mutualagreement untila press 
release from the AMA isissued, Signifi- 
cant progress was made, however, that 
will benefit and delight road riders as 
well as competition enthusiasts. 


A guest speaker atthe MS&ATA lunch- 
eon was Langhorne Bond, an outgoing 
administrative special assistant who was 
working with the former Secretary of 


Transportation Alan Boyd. Bond is a 
young lawyer who rides bikes and races 
sports cars. 

He cleared up some of the mystery 
surrounding the Federal Highway Safety 
program. His department had only three 
months to come up with the program 
after the President signed the Highway 
Safety Act, Soichiro Honda had met pri- 
vately with Alan Boyd and told him he 
would support the mandatory helmet 
requirements, so that becam e the cor- 
nerstone of the motorcycle ‘‘safety’’ 
package. 

Bond said it was ‘‘imperative for the 
motorcycle industry to pull together in 
common cause’’ to solve the new prob- 
lems that would arise in future. The 
future will bring increased federal pres- 
sure to solve problems of noise pollution, 
air pollution, safety, and the responsibil- 
ity of manufacturers and dealers tonon- 
motorcycling citizens as well as buyers 
of their products, 

Motorcycle enthusiasts should workto 
dispel the “aura of death and injury” 
surrounding bikes, Bond concluded, and 
this would allow the market to ‘‘pene- 
trate the affluent middle class,” he said. 

In my opinion, the best way to begin 
dispelling the aura of death and injury is 
by removing compulsory helmet laws 
from the motorcycle safety program. 
The Department of Transport still does 
not agree with us in this vital matter, but 
we have their assurance that the 10% 
federal aid penalty will probably not be 
invoked against states that do not pass 
helmet laws. The feds only want to see 
“significant progress in implementing 
the program." This does not mean that 
motorcyclists haveto suffer indignity and 
discrimination for the sake of this has- 
tily-concocted plan. 

Lew Buchanan, our man in the Trans- 
portation Department, is one of the finest 
people we know in government, Heisa 
longtime street rider and has just re- 
cently become that rarest of breeds, a 
combination street/competition enthusi- 
ast. We see eye-to-eye with Lewonevery 
point except the helmet and goggle law. 
He provided us with the latest statistics 
on m/c fatality rates, which indicate a 
slight decrease in traffic deaths per 
10,000 registered motorcycles through- 
out the nation. 


The study shows that in states with 
helmet laws effective on or before Jan- 
uary 1, 1968, deaths per 10,000 regis- 
tered motorcycles declined 28% from 
1966 to 1968. In states with no helmet 
laws deaths declined 11% in the same 
period, The percentage seems to indicate 
that helmet laws are effective in reduc- 
ing fatalities, which is what the study 
apparently was commissioned to prove, 

But I question the study on several 
points, One, what was the percentage 
reduction of accidents? Everyone knows 
that helmets don’t prevent accidents, so 
it would be significant to compare the 
number of motorcycle crashes in the 
various states. The study only concerned 
itself with fatal accidents, 

Pll bet that motorcycle accidents in 
general declined at the sameor a greater 
rate than the fatalities. What the study 
fails to take into consideration is that 
most states started licensing riders at 
the same time as they forced them to 
wear helmets and this, I think, is what 
accounts for most of the improvement. 

Also, the numbers involved are so 
small (from 10.2 to 6.7 deaths per 
10,000) as to make the conclusions vir- 
tually meaningless. For example, a sud- 
den snowstorm in Montana could have 
accounted for most of the state's 11 
deaths in 1967, 

Finally, what percentage of the vic- 
tims in all states were actually wearing 
helmets? Or should we assume that 
everyone who was killed in the free 
states was bareheaded? 

In sum, weare as pleased as the D.O.T. 
with the general reduction in motorcycle 
fatalities in the 50 states. But we should 
not jump to the insupportable conclusion 
that helmet laws deserve the credit for 
that decline. The voluntary decision to 
wear a helmet as an extra measure of 
insurance, coupled with good riding skills 
and courtesy on the part of all road users 
is the best way to save lives, This stub- 
born justification of an unncessary law 
is wasting energy that should be put into 
more meaningful highway safety pro- 
grams, such as rider training, car driv- 
er education, neckbreaker marking, 
equipment standards, highway improve- 
ment and legal recourse for the victims 
of traffic accidents that were not their 
fault.

Legislative Hotekook

It has happened again. There is a hel- 
met bill in the Sacramento hopper. AB 
382 calls for mandatory wearing of hel- 
mets by operator and passenger, and 
requires rental agencies to provide hel- 
mets with motorcycle rentals. It calls 
for the CHP to adopt regulations for 
specifications and standards. The bill is 
authored by Assemblyman Tom Hom, 
republican, of the 79th district, San 
Diego, There are no co-authors, Nor 
does the bill include eye-protection or 
any other apparel requirements at this 
time. 

AB 382 will be heard at some time 
after March 8 by the Assembly Trans- 
portation Committee, Assemblyman 
Foran is still chairman of this commit- 
tee, The date is not yet scheduled. 

Assemblyman Hom defends his bill on 
the statistics that 50% of injuries suf- 
fered in motorcycle accidents are head 
injuries, He was notaware of our opposi- 
tion and asked that we give him our views 
on the matter. So now is the time to 
write to him with your opinions, 

Assemblyman Hom is one of the two 
changes in Assembly personnel in the 
November elections, He gained the seat 
of incumbent democrat, Jim Bear, The 
other new member is Hank Arklin of the 
41st District in the North San Fernando 
Valley, who defeated Dave Negri in a 
close race. This week Assemblyman 
Veneman of Modesto announced his de- 
parture to take a Washington D.C. post, 

Assemblyman Hom's bill indicates the 
peculiar lack of party lines inthe helmet 
hassle. Previous bills have been author- 
ed by democrats, Generally the tendency 
is for republicans to favor letting citi- 
zens **do their own thing’’ and the demo- 
crats to favor government protection and 
responsibility for citizens. On helmets, 
our support and our opposition has come 
almost equally from both parties. 

It would be good if we could say that 
there is no cause for alarm.,.we have 
defeated helmet legislation for the last 
two years. But we cannot, Every session 
is a new page. Committee assignments 
change and subtle balances shift. The 
helmet bill is alive, and it will be until 
we kill it again, California is the only 
major state that has not passed helmet 
legislation, This fact, alone exerts con- 
siderable pressure. 

One of the glimmers of hope is the 
indication that the Federal Government, 
which has never yet enforced the 10% 
penalty on matching highway funds al- 
lowed by the National Highway Safety 
Act, appears to be easing up even more 
on the coercion applied to the states. 
This is in keeping with the Nixon policy 
of playing it cool and evaluating the 
Johnsonian objectives before implement- 
ing them further. Itis highly unlikely that 
there will be any direct pressure from 
the federal government at this time. 


Northern California Scrambles Pulls 1000 Fans For 40 Events

The Stockton M.C. gave their second 
big Winter Scrambles with 259 riders 
signing up, along with three sidehacks. 
Some 1,000 spectators came through the 
gate, braving the cold, to watch the 40 
events of the day. 

Starting with the high points in the 100 
Amateur main Alex Jorgensen, after 
taking second place, was disqualified by 
the President of the club, his own father. 
Seems as though due to mechanical 
troubles he rode a different machine in 
the main than he rode in the heat, 

In the 200cc novice event 52v, Mark 
Muscio, Bultaco- mounted, did some fan- 
cy riding in the grove and rut-plagued 
track, taking the lead from the start 
only to have the race black flagged after 
one lap because two men were down in 
the first turn. On the restart Muscio 
pulled a repeat performance and took a 
well-earned first, with BiM Cavanagh 
36M, also Bultaco-mounted placing sec- 
ond, 

In the 200cc Am event, Carl Yerby, 
90E, pulled 2 sneak attack from second 
place shortly after the yellow flag was 
thrown and passed Don Simons 79J, also 
Bultaco-mounted, At the finish it was 
Yerby and Simons in that order. 

The 250cc expert main event proved 
to be the most exciting of the day. With 
Paul Johnson, the District's number one 
rider, and Ray Huff, the old timer and 
also the district number 6 rider, keeping 
the spectators on their toes with their 
nip and tuck, cat and mouse type of race. 
Paul Johnson, Suzuki-mounted, broke to 
the front early in the race with Huff 
close behind on his potent Yamaha. The 
race finished with Johnson in front, Huff 
finishing second, 

Between the lightweights and heavy- 
weights, we had the sidehack event. 
Drive Jake Singleton and passenger Mau- 
rice Holliman, Triumph-mounted, came 
all the way from Santa Cruz to show us 
good control, They led all the way to the 
finish flag.

HOUSTON, TEXAS, Feb. 8— After the 
excitement of the short track show the 
night before, it was hard to believe that 
the TT could cap it. Expert Skip Van 
Leeuwen and Amateur Keith Mashburn 
were heavily favored to win their respec- 
tive classes after setting fast time in 
qualifying. But the estimated 25,000 
spectators got their climax ina thunder- 
ing pair of finales that brought every fan 
to his feet. 

The immense Astrodome was decked 
out in its finest regalia and ABC TV’s 
Wide World of Sports was there to cap- 
ture the action on videotape to be shown 
later this month, 

Van Leeuwen skipped to the lead in his 
preliminaries, as did Mashburn, by a 
mile, both on Bonneville. Speculation as 
to what bike worked best on the diminu- 
tive indoor TT course was soon put to 
rest, It was clearly a big bike course. 
The Harley-Davidson team elected torun 
350cc Sprints and it was the firsttime in 
history that Triumph cubic inches would 
beat itty-bitty Harleys. But Van Leeu- 
wen's national win came not without a 
tussle. 

Mark Brelsford, the hot new 20-year- 
old Expert riding out of Sonny Kenyon's 
California shop on a Sprint tuned by 
Mert Lawwill, just about reigned on 
Skip’s victory parade. 

The national field bombed off with Skip 
in front, followed in a bunch by Dusty 
Coppage, Brelsford, Dallas Baker and 
Sonny Burres. Skip and Dusty nerfed on 
the jump and the favorite nearly landed in 
the haybales. 

From laps three to five Coppage, 
Brelsford and Van Leeuwen toured in a 
3-headed, 6-wheeled clump, out of which 
emerged a new leader, Mark Brelsford

Oh, 
about $49.50, well about $50. Did you 
find yourself using that brake out there? 
No, I simply put it on because the rules 
had been modified to allow you to use 
brakes and I didn't know whether the 
other fellows would be using them or 
not. I put the brake on and, of course, it 
makes for much safer riding around the 
pits but for as it being an advantage 
while you are actually racing, I don't 
say that it was. There are some race 
tracks where it would be a definite ad- 
vantage in case ofan accident. Is this a 
Standard DT-1? Basically, yes. I made 
a couple of small modifications, it is 
basically a standard ignition system. 
Aren’t you selling these frames? Yes, I 
am a Mid-West distributor for Sonic Weld 
and the Track Master Corporation who 
make racing frames. The two men who 
were running the Sonic Weld have recent- 
ly split up but Kenney Warners is still 
running the Sonic Weld Corporation and 
is still making the same products he al- 
ways did. Ray Hensley has a new busi- 
ness and they make two different kinds 
of frames for Harley Sprints. What do 
you mainly do in your off times? Just 
get ready for the next racing season and 
I have done nothing but race for about 
four years now. What about the 750cc 
limit, what do you think? I have a differ- 
ent opinion than what I had at first. Of 
course, all the riders on the AMA Board 
of Directors and the Competition Con- 
gress were against any displacement 
change and any formula change because 
of the fact that our primary interest is 
to look out for the riders welfare and we 
did not feel it would be the best thing 
for the riders to obsolete a bunch of 
equipment they already had. However, 
we were about to the end of the road 
with the 500cc machines. The trend in 
retail sales, of course, to the larger 
rather than to the smaller machine, and 
it is a more logical procedure to go to 
the 40 cubic inch machine rather than 
the 30.50. Were you here last year, Neil? 
Yes I was. Do you feel the track is in 
better shape or worse? For the races it 
is better, however, for the trials it was 
worse I would say than last year. I no- 
tice they don't have the five tums as 
they did have last year. A track should 
be symmetrical as far as the race is 
concerned, but for some reason or an- 
other they still insist on having a point 
in the race track on the other end and 
the track at this end of the arena is too 





round in relationship to the straight- 
aways. It is difficult to gear a machine 
properly and it is difficult to give a real 
good race show because of the shape of 
the track. It happens that it has to be 
elliptical and of certain proportions for 
a very definite reason, so that you can 
have a course which is proportional to 
the speed you can get on the straight- 
away. All race tracks are shaped like 
that, and every now and then you find a 
track where somebody thinks a new 
Shape may be better, but it isn't. 


GARY NIXON, National Number One 


Gary, you have been eliminated via 
the Semi — are you disappointed? No, 
that is just racing luck. What happened? 
Well, Barry Briggs ran into me and broke 
the brake lever, which was just one of 
those things. Did your brake stick? No, 
it broke the léver and the lever flapped 
around and hit the kill button to make it 
Short out. It took me about four or five 
laps to figure out what was happening. 
I see. How does the rest of the season 
look for you, strictly all the Nationals 
and are you going to try that Number 
One again? Oh, yeah with the new rules 
we have a pretty good chance on the dirt 
track now with the 650. You are strictly 
in favor of that? Yes, it makes it a lot 
more even. Were you one of the repre- 
sentatives at the AMA meeting this 
year? I didn't get elected. 


DAVE ALDANA 


You have just won your first National 
Amateur race, how does it feel? All

Crowds And Mud At Elsinore 


By Wayne Flemington 


ELSINORE, Cal., Feb. 9— Nobody knew 
for sure until three days later, but the 
new computer scoring system finally 
came up with Gunnar Lindstrom as over- 
all heavyweight winner of the Elsinore 
Grand Prix. He rode a 360cc Husqvarna. 

That man on the track with the sign 
«Wipe Your Plates” was trying to make 
it easier for the automatic camera toget 
lap information. 

Last year, the little ladies with their 
pencils tried to keep up with the over 500 
bikes in each race, This year there were 
even more bikes, both for the light- 
weight race Saturday and the heavyweight 
race Sunday, so the Gripsters M.C. set 
up the camera and rented time on a 
computer. 

By next week we’ll have the lightweight 
results, and full coverage on that race, 





Triumph took one-two-three in each of 
the three open classes: expert, amateur 
and novice, with Mike Haney, R. For- 
rest and D. McDonald riding. 

The race was difficult for two reasons . 
— the long miles of deep mud in the back 
course, and the crowd in the streets of 
Elsinore thatalways threatened to spread 
inward, like a telecoping tunnel, discour- 
aging riders from passing or sweeping 
wide on the curves. 

The faces of the riders looked strained 
as they came by, You could this even 
through the mud caked on their faces, 
with holes for eyes and teeth like coal 
miners after a cave-in. The leathers and 
machines were brown with the mud, even 
where the colors had been so bright be- 
fore that you thought they couldn’t be 
dulled, 

The riders were tired. Many weren’t 
going all out; maybe it was because they 
were resting after the run through the 
mud, or maybe they’d seen too many 
quick figures darting across the street 
course, 

Past where we were standing, the bikes 
turned sharply in the dirt between two 
trees, or swept wide around them, After 
200 yards of dirt there was pavement 
again, and a right turn over railway 
tracks. Between here and the long 
stretches of dirt and mud there was only 
one curve, so riders who had the power 
turned it on, and did wheelies over the 
next gentle hill. 

The mud was of the legendary variety. 
In the back course there was red mud so 
deep you just couldn't get out without 
help, if you got stuck. All day long the 
four-wheel drive vehicles and dune bug- 
gies pulled out bikes, and where they 
couldn't get to this was done by many 
pairs of bare hands. 

Probably only one rider in four got 
through the 12 laps. Back by the river, 
after the fifth lap, there were about 30 
riders just standing around by bikes 
that wouldn't start, 

One person in the crowd was hit, a 
girl who ran across the street near the 
hotel. in front of a rider who couldn't 
avoid her. They red-flagged the race and 
pulled her to the side of the road where 
she lay very still until an ambulance 
came; but at the hospital she refused to 
be treated and just drove home with 
her husband.

Trident Is Brutish 130 mph Bike

If a $1700 price tag doesn’t shake you 
up too much and you want a motorcycle 
that’11 do nearly 100 m,p.h, — in third 
gear — trot down to your neighborhood 
Triumph dealer and have a look at the 
Trident. 

This is Triumph's superbike, Eng- 
land's three-cylinder answer to Harley 
Sportsters, and the fastest stock motor- 
cycle I have ever ridden. 

The Trident is a mean, brutish motor- 
cycle that accelerates like a missile 
from the world’s biggest slingshot. When 
these things start showing up in quantity 
on the roads, there are going to be 
quantities of very surprised Corvette 
drivers around, 

I rode a Trident last week courtesy of 
J & K Cycle Inn in Richmond. Expecting 
a very tight motor, I came down hard on 
the kick starter and found the thing turns 
over like a two-fifty. You need a quick 
kick, although not a hard one, and the 
three-cylinder motor fires immediately. 

Having promised a beautiful lady from 
Marin. County a ride on the Trident, I 
motored sedately through downtown 
Richmond and up to the San Rafael 
Bridge tollgate, where one is forced to 
part with 75 cents, Then, looking about 
and finding the bridge area free of the 
minions of the law, I decided to see how 
long it would take the Trident to achieve 
the legal speed limit on the long, straight, 
traffice-free bridge, 

A big handful of throttle got the ma- 
chine off the line like a shot, Grabbing 
second, I felt my backside begin sliding 
along the neatly upholstered seat. As I 
moved my foot to get third gear, the wind 
tried to tear it off the peg. I won't even 
mention about fourth. 

The Trident is billed as a 130 m.p.h. 
motorcycle. I doubt that the machine will 
do that off the showroom floor, but it will 
get very close, so close that your cheeks 
bubble out in the wind and holding onto 
the bars becomes quite difficult.

At extremely high speed the Trident 
gets a funny waving thing going in its 
front forks, Tightening the steering 
damper helps, as does hauling yourself 
forward, way over the gas tank, 

Riding double out the Coast Highway 
soon revealed the Triumph’s virtues and 
faults as a touring machine. The bike

weighs 470 pounds, and is not the sortof 
machine that whips through tight bends 
with gay abandon, Handling in very curvy 
sections is somewhat sluggish, in fact, 

But when the road loosens up a little, 
the tiniest pull on the throttle gets you up 
to 65 and beyond, effortlessly. 

Vibration is minimal, and the big dual 
seat is a delight. The day we had the 
Trident was right after several days of 
rain, and the coast was clean and beauti- 
ful, Sea birds were feeding in Bolinas 
Lagoon as the big blue Triumph roared 
past, and several times flocks of spar- 
rows and other small birds feeding at 
the roadside surrounded us as they took 
off, frightened by the machine’s exhaust 
note, 

At Point Reyes Station we stopped for 
lunch, then headed north to the little town 
of Marshall on Tomales Bay, where we 
left the coast highway and headed inland, 
through the beautiful dairy farming coun- 
try of northwest Marin, 

A narrow road, often wet by freshets 
from the recent rains, made the going 
slower. I found Trident’s engine to be 
quite flexible and it behaves well evenat 
lower speeds in top gear, as long as the 
tach shows about 3,000 r.p.m, 

The three-cylinder has the same two- 
leading shoe brake Triumph introduced 
on its 650cc twins last year. 

The brake pulls the bike down from 
speed quite well, I wasn't riding hard 
enough to report on its resistance to 
fade, however. The Trident is a big 
motorcycle and its weight will generate 
quite a bit of brake heat when a rider 
really pushes things hard, 

There are several well thought out 
features on the Trident. A neat little oil 
radiator is positioned just under the gas 
tank, We may see many riders of 650 
twins putting those on their motors for 
racing and hard riding in warm weather. 
The tach and speedometer are neatly 
mounted in a rubber shell, and the horn 
has a jaunty note to it, The Trident's 60 
horses make big demands on tires, rear 
particularly, and Dunlop has come up 
with a rounder profile, ‘‘semi-tri- 
angular’ rear tire with what Triumph 
calls a “buttressed tread pattern,” 

Through the countryside we meander- 
ed, past Nicasio reservoir and finally 
into Novato where we picked up the free- 
way, There the big motor was in its 
element, steaming along at65and 70 with 
no apparent effort,
